Robert A. Johnston, sole survivor of 


a firm of famous Broadway dry goods 
merchants, has lived for vears a her- 
mit in what remains of his beautiful 
home at Riverdale, on the 
Hudson. 


This solitary man, who twelve years 
ago was worth $2,000,000, has made his 
home in a barn since last winter, and 
even that he owes to the kindness of 
the new owner, a Wall street concern. 
John Johnston came to New York 
from County Armagh, Ireland, many 
years ago. He opened a small dry 
goods business, which soon grew to a 
•great-success. He brought his broth-, 
ers Charles and Robert from Ireland; 
and made them his partners under the

name of J. & C. Johnston. Their great | 
store 
at Broadway, Twenty-second: 


street and Fifth .avenue, was one of: 
th,e finest in New York. Charles died j 
in 1880 and John in 188T. Robert, the 
youngest brother, inherited

His wealth was estimated j 


at more than $2,000,000. The suspen-' 
slon of the old house was announced 
in 1888. The millions accumulated in 
half a century began to vanish as, if 
by magic. No one knows how Robert 
A. Johnston lost his money. Within

melted away. Soon after John's death 
Robert paid $60.000 for a dozen acres 
of land along Cuthbert lane and there 
built a magniaceut stone 
mansion.

Kl«e of the Jewish Scrap and "Second*" 


Bayer. 


The "ghetto," the home of a mixed 


mass of humanity,, presents a remark- 
able an<J unique phase of New York 
shoe selling, says the New York Trlb-, 
une. Petty shoemakers visit the nu- 
maj-ous city shoe factories dally and 
buy up scraps and "seconds" of all 
kinds of leather, -which they take to 
their homes, and, after being .inspect- 
ed and assorted by the entire family, 
it Is finally made into pieced backs 
and wedge heels in black, tan, patent 
leather and numerous odd combina- 
tions, every inch of leather being util- 
ized. A steady worker turns out at 
least twenty-four pairs of these shoes, 
working from 1 a. m. until late In the 
night. 
In the meantime the thrifty 


,lwlfe puts the finished product Into a 
clothes basket and,-.taking a stool, sta- 
tions herself at the prominent corner 
of -Hester and Essex streets, right In 
the heart of the "ghetto." Here activ- 
ity reigns, thousands upon thousands 
of wage-earners swarm through the 
streets; • the venders loudly cry their 
wares to attract the attention of -bar- 
gain seekers. 
After a day of banter-' 


Ing and talking the woman hae dis- 
posed of her shoes and goes home with 
an empty basket and a pocketful of 
small change. 
After many weeks of 


this routine the economical shoemaker 
has saved enough to realize an ambi-

cart—and

bought .at fire sales he pushes -boldly 
Into some crowded thoroughfare and 
lines up against the curb. 
A tempt- 


ing price, loudly proclaimed, serves to 
dispose of the stock as often as he can 
replenish the same. Under these cir- 
cumstances the meager capital has In- 
creased sufficiently to enable him to 
open a small shoe store in Hester 
street and to emplby an assistant. He 
searches wholesale shoe houses for 
odds and ends, damaged and mismated 
shoes, and picks up numerous lots for 
a fraction of their value. He has now 
assumed the dignity of a merchant 
and has gained the confidence of his 
countrymen. Encouraged by his suc- 
cess and C9nfldent of his ability, he 
buys in larger lots and begins to 'sup- 
ply other push cart dealers. The de- 
mand eventually" assumes greater pro- 
portions; he attends auction sales 
which are very frequent ic New York 
and realizes profits from every ven- 
ture. In the course of a few years hia 
environments become too small 
he 


disposes of his push cart and rents a 
basement in Bayard street, among the 
east side shoe jobbers.
